Altobelli Objects To Tax Phi Beta Kappa 


Commission Figures 


Elects Skolnick 


Board of Assessors’ 
Chairman Rudy Altobelli 
and Town Counsel Jay 
Posnik have returned from 
Boston where they met with 
the State Tax Commission. 

The purpose of the trip was 
to object to the new 
estimated equalized 
- valuation of $294,000,000 as 
proposed by the state Tax 
Commission for Agawam 
this year. The new figure is 
an increase of 25 per cent 
over the previous equalized 
valuation figure. If the new 
figure is not reduced by the 
State Tax Commission, a 


decrease in state receipts on 
the cherry sheets will be 
allocated to Agawam in the 
future, which will ultimately 
result in increased property 
taxes. 


Board Chairman Rudy 
Altobelli feels that the State 
Tax Commission should 
lower their figure for 
Agawam by $20,000,000. If 
the Commission does not, 
then the Board of Assessors 
will appeal the proposed 
figure before the appelate 
Tax Board, and maybe the 
Supreme Court.
